BATTLE EXPECTED AT MUKDEN 


Japanese Night Attack On Russians’ 
Right Flank Repulsed. 


MUKDEN, Jan. 4.—Monday 
terday a general attack was expected. 
On Saturday the Japanese showed indi- 
cations of beginning serious operations. 
During the previous night they placed a 
battery on the Shakhe River’ Bridge, 
from which they enfiladed the Rusian 
trenches, being supported by a heavy 
cannonade along the whole centre. The 
Japanese used Shimose shells. 

At midnight Saturday, under cover of 
impenetrable darkness, the Japanese at- 
tacked the right Russian flank energeti- 
cally, directing their movement principal- 
ly against a strong redoubt, but they 
were repulsed. Simultaneously an at- 
tack was launched against the Russian 
trenches further east, but before daylight 
it was abandoned. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 4.—From re- 
liable information it appears that the 
military situation below Mukden is by no 
means as satisfactory as represented. 
The number of troops at Gen. Kuropat- 
kin’s disposition is about 225,000, and the 
transportation over the Siberian Rail- 
road is proving inadequate.

Sub- 
scription lists will be opened in Germany, 
Russia, and Holland Jan. 12. The price 
of the issue in Germany will be 95. The 
bankers’ syndicate has paid-into the Rus- 
sian Treasury 90%. 

These terms are considered here to be 
very unfavorable for Russia, inasmuch as 
the holders can demand redemption at 
par after six years, which is equivalent to 
a rate of 6% per cent, interest. 

The financial press points to the uncer- 
tainty of Russia's military success in the 
coming campaign and also to distrust of 
the country’s internal political situation 
as reasons why she had to accept such 
unfavorable terms.

accommodations. This can probably best 
be met, in part, by additional accommo- 
|dations in existing hospitals, and in part 
by the establishment of a new State 
|hospital. In increasing the accommoda- 
|}tions in existing institutions the tmport- 
ance of providing for each State hospital 
a building especially adapted to the treat- 
ment of acute insanity should always be 
|; borne in mind. 


I recommend that before any insane 
| person is permanently received as a State 
charge, the question be judicially inves- 
tigated and determined whether such per- 
son is a pauper without relatives charge- 
able with his support and able to con- 
tribute thereto. The crowded condition of 
the State hospitals would, in my judg- 
ment, be relieved if they were maintaine] 
strictly as institutions for the pauper cr 
dependent insane. Mild cases of insanity 
in a purely technical sense, due to old 
age or other cause, where there is no 
more need for State treatment than in 
other cases of illness, should so far as 
possible be excluded from the State hos- 
nitals and the patients cared for in 
home or elsewhere as persons afflicted 
| with other diseases are cared fot. 

More Bidding on Supplies. 

It would seem that some additional 
|safeguards should be provided looking 
towareé more public competitive bidding 
in the purchases made by the hospitals 
jand State charitable ani reformatory in- 
| stitutions, cither by amendment of the 
jlaw or by some set of rules and regula- 
tions to be adopted pursuant to statutory 
authority granted’ therefor. Purchases 
wherever possible should be made in bulk 
and in large quantities and from the 
lowest satisfactory bidder, after public 
advertisement for bids. 

I recommeud that all appropriations to 
enlarge or improve the State charitable 


‘mn one bill with such provisions «as 
in everv instance insure the mcst careful 
and econumical expenditure of the mon- 
eys appropriated. 

I also recommend that suitable legisla- 
tion be enacted tq enable the State Board 
of Charities to transfer in proper cases 
inmates from one charitable or, reforma- 
tory institution to another, where 
pears that such persons more pronerly be- 
long im an institution of the State other 
than the one to which they were origin- 
jally committed, Different classes of de- 
fectives should not be allowed to remain 
in the same institution if by a proper 
system of trunsfers they can be so dis- 
tributed as to receive the best and most 
scientific care.

Further means of identification of nat- 
uralized citizens should be provided for 
in the registry books so as to require 
either an absolute statement of the time 


| of naturalization and of the court which 


performed the act, or the production of 


}the naturalization papers themselves, so 


that the clection authorities could verify 
statements thus made. Too much 
latitude has been permitted in this direc- 
tion in the past. During the last election 
| it was discovered that great numbers of 
allegec naturalized citizens had no right 
to vote, either having been imposed upon, 
or having bcen parties to the attempted 
frauds. The naturalization laws of our 
State are much more effective in guarding 
against such abuses than are the United 
States laws. One of the principal meth- 
ods of securing fraudulent naturalization 
papers has been for the holder of lezal 
papers to apply for duplicate papers, and 
then to sell such duplicate papers to per- 
sons not entitled to possess them. The 
law should be amended in this direction 
so that duplicate naturalization papers 
; could be procured only upon an order of 
| the court, entered after a due presenta- 
tion of the facts as to the lost certificates, 
| This whole subject of further guarding 
| the elective franchise is commended to 
| your consideration and I hope that such 
laws may be enacted 
tually guard the purity and integrity of 
the ballot. 

I recommend to the vonsideration of the 
Legislature both the extension and re- 
striction of the right to vote at special 
| tax elections in cities of the third class 
to those residents whose names shall be 
on the assessment roll, 
} tion as to sex. 
tax elections is to be limited to property

It seems important at this time to 
call attention to the fact that the United 
States Government has expended yearly 
|}in the United States for river and harbor 
improvements vast sums of money of 
which the State of New York has received 
but a trifling percentage as compared 
with the percentage which thé commerce 
of New York bears to the total commerce 
of the United States, In the past twenty 
years the United States has expended 
nearly $300,000,000 in river and harbor im- 
rovements, of which less than 7 per cent. 
has been expended in the State of New 
York. It would seem proper that the Sen- 
ators and Representatives of the State of 
| New York in the National Congress be 
memorjglized by the Legislature to press

Bank Assets Increase. 

The whole number of State banks of de- 
posit and discount enguged in business 
Sept. 30, 1904, was 186, against 190 at the 
corresponding date in 1903. Their resources 
| amounted to $443,487,307, which was an 
| increase of $75,873,962 from the corre- 
i sponding date in 1903. The surplus and 
ee profits of these institutions at 





the same date were $34,087,797, a gain 


during the year of $1,366,684. 

The savings banks of the State at the 
date of the last report carried 2,406,660 
r sccounts, 


Their total resources were 
$1,275,180,167, which is a gain of $063,764,- 
165 over the previous year. 

Mere Restrictive Legislation. 

Restrictive legislation guarding the 
rights of the depositor and protecting him 
|\from loss caused by unsafe banking 
|should be enacted an enforced. The list 
of securities in which savings banks may 
| invest the money of their depositors 
should be extended only with the greatest 
caution and upon the most satisfactory 
evidence that the added line of invest- 
ments is one that is safe and conserva- 
tive not only for savings banks, but 
also for trust funds. Special legislation 
enumerating the authorized investments 
should be superseded by a general law 
establishing proper standards oi safety. 
Savings banks should be, if possible, lim- 
ited to their original purposes of be- 
inevolent institutions organized to hold and 
invest the savings of small depositors, and 
the use of such institutions should be 
denied to people of wealth who are capa- 
| ble of managing their own affairs a) 
}who make large deposits therein for in- 
| vestment purposes only. 

Investment associations and concerns 
should be brought more strictly under 
| State control, and such concerns whenever 
{operating under unsafe and vicious sys- 
{tems should be suppressed. 
| Bank directors should be compelled to 
make periodical examinations of the books 
lof their institutions and should be hell 
iresponsible for the thoroughness and su7- 
ificiency of such examinations. build- 
ling and loan assoclations should witout 
}exception be prohibited from loaning their 
funds upon second mortgage. The Super- 
lintendent of Banks should be directed by 
ifaw to examine, at least once in every six 
|months, the books and securities of all 
| banks and trust companies. 

Lean Reforms Needed. 

The attention of the business world 
again attracted to the evil results of 
/unrestricted loans by banking nisti- 
tutions to favored individuals so that 
the solvency of the banks and the 
safety of depositors are made to depend 
to a large extent upon the financial in- 
tegrity of a few borrowers. Safe banking 
requires that liabilities to the bank b« 
distributed in number and restricted in 
amount. The provisions of the National 
Bank act limiting the total liabilities for 
money borrowed by any person to ten 
per cent. of the amount of the paid-in 
capital stock of the bank are to be com- 
mended. I recommend that. with rea- 
sonable exceptions as to the discount 
of strictly business or secured paper, the 
similar provision in the State law be 
amended by fixing the amount to. be 
loaned to the individual borrower at not 
more than twenty per cent. of the cap- 
ita] stock actually paid in. 


Insurance> Risks $37,501,282,689. 

The volume of business conducted by 
the corporations, companies, and societies 
under the Supervision of the Insurance 
Department has materially increased. 
The total amount of risks in force at the 
close of the last calendar year, including 
| life, fire, and marine insurance was $57,- 
501,282,689. It is obvious that the State 
jowes a duty to its citizens who invest 
{their money in insurance to this vast ex- 
'tent to exercise proper supervision and 
| control over the companies doing busi- 
ness within its limits. No insurance com- 
pany, association, or fraternal order tht 
fails to mect its obligations in full witI®1 
a reasonable time after they aecrue, 
should be allowed to do new business. 

Local Option for Cities. 

The total gross receipts under the 
| Liquor Tax Law for the period beginning 
May 1, 1903, and ending April 30, 1904— 
|}the statutory liquor tax year—amount to 
| $17,797,642.84. This is an increase of 
$5,210,942 over the receipts for the pre- 
|vious vear. The State’s share of the 
jliquor tax for the year ending April 30, 
(1004, amounts to $9,200,560.59, being an in- 


| crease 
year. 
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The localities show an increase of 


$516,855.27 in the receipts for the year 


ending April 30,1904, over the receipts for | 


the previous year. 

During the year ending April 30, 1904, 
28,829 certificates were issued, as against 
20,144 for the previous year, being a de- 
crease of 1,315 certificates, or 4.3 per cent. 

The. estimated total gross receipts for 
the year be®inning May 1, 1904, and end- 
ing April 30, 1905, are $17,900,000. 

The right to determine by popular vote 
whether trafficking in liquors shall be 
permitted in a locality, is now limited to 
the towns of the State. It is, in my 
judgment, worthy of the consideration of 
the Legislature whether this right of local 
option should not be extended to cities 
and the divisions thereof. 

Unification of the educational system 
jis established. The new_organization is 
lin good working order. The unfortunate 
|}controversies which existed under the 
idual system have been happily termi- 
inated. 

Enforce Child Labor Laws. 

New York is in advance of most of 
!the States of the Union in the matter of 
| legislation_on the subject of child labor. 
The law, however, is not rigidly enforced 
and the lack of proper legislation in 
|neighboring States makes it difficult to 
lestablish proper resttictions upon the 
work in this State. Uniformity of legis- 
ilation on the subject of labor is a mat- 
ter which should be strongly urged by 
the State of New York, in order that 
the condition of women and children may 
be ameliorated throughout the country 
jand in order that the industries of the 
State may be relieved from the unfair 
competition of those Statés which place 
no restriction upon the subject. The 
place for children of school age is in the 
school, and they should not be withdrawn 
therefrom, or allowed to work in any way 
which interferes with their school at- 
tendance, before they reach the age at 
which primary education ordinarily ends. 

The liberal appropriations made for the 
| State Department of Agriculture, the 
| Agricultu; Wxperiment Station at Ge- 
}neva, th tiegwe of Agriculture and the 
| Veterinary College at Cornell University, 
the State Fair and the county and town 
fairs, indicate the fostering care which 
the State exercises over the development 
of its agricultural] interests. 


Prison Laws Antiquatea. 

The laws relative to. yenal institutions 
and prison administration and to the 
method of dealing with criminals have 
undergone radical changes in this State 
in recent years. Penologists still main- 
tain that our prison laws are largely 
anomalous and antiquated, and they urge 
the adoption of a system of State control 
for all State offenders, the extension of 
the parole system, the enlargement of the 
peseumate y idea, and other changes look- 

toward a more consistent and scien- 
tific treatment of the subject. 

recommend to the Legislature the 
consideration of this problem and the 
wisdom of adopting more modern methods 
when the finances of the State will per- 
mit. I also recommend that some pro- 
vision be made for the transfer 
penal institwcions of imbeciles and idiots 
committed thereto, to other State institu- 
tions where they may receive proper 
treatment,

The officers and attendants of the Ran- 
dall's Island institution are paid by the 
corporation out of funds received from 
the tSate. Such employes are about 114 
in number and their pay rolls for the fis- 
cal year ending Sept. 50, 1904, amounted 
to $73,184.13. ‘The society is essentially 
a Siate agency and the civil service pre

Additional Water Supply. 


The best methods of preventive medicine 
afid public Hygienen should be adopted by 
the State and the civjl divisions thereof. 
Germ diseases may be classed as preven- 
table diseases, particularly those that, ate 
caused by the contaminaticn of the water 
supply. Ali souces of public water supply 
should be examined and analyzed by the 
€tate Commissioner ef Health as rapidly 
as possible and at frequent intervals. The 
private water supply of public resorts 
should also be subjected to State analysis 
and the results should be made public. 
1 reconmmmend that the Legislature devise 

|}a system of State inspection of domestic 
| water supplies, to ba maintained at the 
cost cf the municipalities, corporation and 
private owners affected thereby. 

| The growing demands for additional 
} water supplies in the greater cities and for 
adequate supplies of pure and wholesome 
water for domestic purpeses in other 
municipalities indicate that in the not dis- 
tant future the problem of water supply 
| for municipalities will be a most serious 
jcne, It seems doubtful whether all cen- 
itres of population can continue indefinite- 
ly to rely upon a natural supply of pure 
lund wholesome water without recourse to 
urtificial methods of purification, 

The question presents itself whether it 

is not feasible to develop some plan where- 
by the municipalities may be insured a 
| water supply at a minimum cost under 
State supervision through State conser- 
vation of the waters of the Adirondacks 
end other sources. The Legislature of 
1904 enacted a law creating a water stor- 
vge commission which has for its object 
practically the conservation of water for 
power purposes. A. State commission, 
having also for its object the supply of 
water to the cities might be of great ser- 
vice.

Fish, Game, and Forests. 

The forests and streams of the State 
should be made attractive places of resert 
for the invalid and for those in search of 
wholesome recreation in the open air. 
To this end the fish, game, and forest 
laws shculd be strict and consistent. The 
preservation of the wilderness and the 
restocking of the waters of the State wita 
food fish, and the protection of game, 
should, in my judgment, be encouraged.

United States Deposit Fund. | 
The Controller in his report of 1908 
states that ‘‘ This trust fund under ae 
| State finance law is included with the 
sommon school and literature funds as a 
part of the education fund by Article IV. | 
of that statute, but is managed pursuant 
to provisions applied to no other fund or 
class of investments for public moneys, 
with results and tendencies so unsatisfac- | 
tory that a change of method seems im- 


perative for the preservation of the fund 
and for the advantage of the citizens en- 
titled to the benefits contemplated by 

the original acts under which the money 
was accepted by the State.’’ 

The United States Deposit Fund is djs- 
tributed in the care of 122 Loan Commis- 
sioners, two in each county. It is loaned 
on real estate mortgages on improved 
lands worth double the amount applied 
for, exclusive of buildings. With the lapse 
of sixty years the benefits to be derived 
from distributing loans of small amounts 
in remote districts have become legend- 
ary and the method proves to be anti- 
quated, oe and inefficient for the 
purpose. uring the past fiscal year the 
fund suffered a diminution from losses on 
| foreclosure of mortgages, and other 
| causes, Of $169,312.78. The law requires 
‘that trensfers be made from the general 

fund to maintain the principal of this 

fund intact. The annual net income from 
|, che 1und tor the year ending Sept. 30, 1900, 
jis stated by the Controiier to_be less than

per cent. During the same period the net 
rate of interest received on municipal 
bonds held by the Controller is 3.75 per 
cent. At the close of the year 1902 the 
State owned approximately 18,000 acres 
of land acquired through foreclosure of 
loan mortgages, upon which the rents col- 
lected for that year were less than 1 per 
cent, of the cost of the land to the State. 
The acreage from this source is constant- 
tv increasing, much of it unsalable or only 
to be disposed of at heavy loss. The tend- 
ency appears to be that this trust fund 
will become an annual charge upon the 
taxpayers, instead of an aid, unless some 
remedy is provided. I therefore recom- 
mend that the present system of inxest- 
ments be changed and that the fund be 
held and managed under the supervision 
of the Controller's office in some such 


manner as the common school fund and |} 


literature fund now are held and man- 
aged. 
Tenement House Law. 

The Court of Appeals has finally up- 
held the constitutionality of the only 
part of the tenement-house law of 1901 
which has been contested in the courts. 
This measure is one not only of charity, 
but also of justice; not only for the ben- 
efit of the poorest families, but also for 
the general welfare of the community. 
For its enactment and enforcement my 
predecessor is entitled to the highest 
credit. The law is now definitely estab- 
lished. Large sums of money have been 
expended under it, and it would seem to 
be of the utmost importance that no 
change should be made in it except where 
the necessity therefor is apparent. 


Places of Historic Interest. 

The preservation of historic objects or 
picturesque places in the State should be 
envouraged. ‘he beautiful and wonderful 
features of natural landscape should be 
protected from disfigurement, and places 
and objects identified with the history of 
the State should be saved from oblitera- 
tion. It does not seem necessary that the 
State should expend large sums of money 
for this purpose, but it should aid by leg- 


islation, wherever possible, the protection 
of natural scenery and encourage the 
work of those associations which are or- 
ganized for the purpose of commemorat- 
ing historic events and marking points of 
historic interest. Legislation which 
seeks to promote the improvement of 
cities and villages by the adornment of 
their parks and thoroughfares, and which 
compels the removal of the unsightly and 
disfizuring from public places, should be 
enacted. 


I desire to renew the recommendation 


and that the unnecessary multiplication 
ef stoatutes be avoided. The Constitu- 
tion of the State in terms - rohibits many 
classes of special acts, and the spirit of 
the Constitution and of our institutions 
demands the application of the principle 
of equal rights to all and special privil- 
eges to none.
